Widener Memorial Home for Crippled 
Children. 
It was primarily for the memory of 
his crippled son. Harry, who died in 
his youth, that the home was erected. 
When P. A. IE Widener was laying the 
foundation ol his great fortune, at the 
time when he had accunn.lated about 
a million dollars, his wile expressed 
the wish that the share of the estate 
that would have come to the dead boy, 
had he !i\ed and attained his major­ 
ity, might t»e used to aid crippled chil­ 
dren of both sexes Mr. Widener prom­ 
ised that this would be done, but ba­ 
tete the plans could be realized Mr*. 
Widener died.

Josephine Widener library 
wits founded and endowed in her mem- 
oiy and the Home for Crippled Chil­ 
dren was established shortly thereaf­ 
ter upon lines indicated b> the devoted 
wife and mother. 
This home was the chief delight of 
George IE Widener, who became Hie 
right hand of his father in almost all 
his affairs. There he became a living 
Santa Claus at Christmas. There he 
went at other 
times with his son. 
Harry, named for the boy in whose 
memory the home was founded, and

Til** four guards who had act run 
panied him from iii cell, and Chaplain 
Stebbins, who preceded him Into the 
room. Ste; ped back. Warden Bridge 
raised his cam as a signal, and in the 
next second Richeson's spirit had left 
his body. 
Richeson passed the last twenty- 
four hours of his stay on earth in 
much the same way that he spent the 
two previous days.
